7 MOVE IN SIXTY DAYs 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—A compre- 
pensive program for moving troops to Cuba 
has been outlined by the War department 
and its initial features have been decided 

This result is due to directions given 
by the Persident on Sept. 19, to the effect 
that details of troops be made for Cuba. 
Acting on this, Major General Miles outlined 
a plan for sending two divisions to Cuba, 
the first under command of Major General 
Wade, to leave in October, and the second 
division under Major General Fitzhugh Lee, 
to leave in November. Each division will 
embrace about 6,000 men, so that the plan is 
to have some 12,000 troops in Cuba or on 
the way there within the next sixty days. 

In anticipation of the move the quarter- 
masters department is preparing to have 
transports available for the troops. 


| 


The War department today gave out the 


order directing the formation of the first 
division which is to go to Cuba. It simply 
creates the division, making no mention of 
the proposed service in Cuba or the ex- 
pected time of departure. These features, 
however. were embraced in a confidential 
telegram sent to the several commanding 
officers affected by the*“order. It makes 
known to them that the division is ‘‘ for serv- 
ice in Cuba "’ not later than Oct. 20. 

The organizations forming this October 
division are as follows: 

Cavalry brigade, composed of the Seventh 
and Eighth United States Cavalry, to be 
commanded by Brigadier General L. H. Car- 
penter, United States Volunteers. 

First infantry brigade, composed of the 
Fifteenth United States Infantry and the 
Fourth United States Volunteer Infantry, 
to be commanded by Brigadier General Si- 
mon Snyder, United States Volunteers. 

Second infantry brigade, composed of the 
First United States Infantry and the Sixth 
United States Volunteer Infantry, to be 
commanded by Brigadier General E. B. Wil- 
listoa, United States Volunteers, 

The order leaves open the command of the 
division, but General Snyder will be in tem- 
porary command until a permanent division 
commander is chosen. General Miles’ recom- 
mendation of General Wade for this com- 
mand is likely to be carried out, although 
itis still open owing to the doubt as to Gen- 
eral Wade's being free from, his service at 
the head of the Cuban commission now hold- 
ing sessions at Havana. : ° 

Although the November division, under 
command of General Fitzhugh Lee, has been 
fully projected as a part of this same pro- 
gram, its formal execution will be deferred 
for a time. The regiments forming the 
November division embrace both cavalry 
and infantry, with General Sumner in com- 

mand of the first brigade. 


GENERAL WADE REACHES CUBA. 


(usurgents Preparing to Wage a Guer- 
Trilla Warfare if Not MadeIn- 
dependent. 


Havana, Sept. 27.—The transport Resolute 
arrived here from Key West at7 o’clock this 
morning. General Wade and his staff and 
Charles W. Gould, special representative of 
the Department of Justice on the American 
commission, came ashore as soon as the 
Steamer arrived and proceeded to the 
Trocha Hotel at Vedado. 

The report that the work of the Red Cross 
society in Guanabacoa is to be discontin- 
ued causes grave apprehension, as the so- 
clety’s dispensary has been the means of 
Saving many lives and of relieving much 
Sickness and want in that suburb, which is 
especially poor-and needy. 

The latest estimate places the native popu- 
lation of the island at 745,000, of which only 
820,000 are whites. Considering the area of 
the island, immigration, therefore, will be 
the principal feature of the new order of 
development in the country. 


; Reports from Guines, this province, say 


that no farmer, or householder, or tenant 
has sown crops in that vicinity, and from 
now until February it will be impossible for 
farmers to sow. Therefore the next six 
months will see a great deal of want and 
misfortune in that vicinity. ‘ 

This state of affairs is directly due to the

They were without medicine. Consul Gen- 
eral Wildman lent the Red Cross representa- 
tives $400 for necessary medicine. 

They report 1,400 men in the hospital at 
Manila, a large proportion of whom are 
regulars. They claim that because Chinese 
coolies are excluded from Manila the 
soldiers have the coolie work to perform. 

The men are all worn out and agreeghat 
negro troops should be sent for to do gar- 


rison and police duty. 


Battleships Sail Today. 

New York, Sept. 27.—[{Special.]—Orders 
were received by Rear Admiral Buffte of the 
Brooklyn navy yard today directing that the 
battleships Oregon and Iowa leave the yard 
at 8:30 tomorrow morning and proceed at 
once to Manila to join Admiral Dewey’s fleet. 
The storeships Iris and Celtic and the cruiser 
Buffalo will also go to Manila, but orders 
have not yet been received for their sailing. 

The big battleships will stop only at Bahia, 
Brazil, where the collier Aberanda is await- 
ing them with coal.. From Bahia they will 
make the run without stopping to Sandy 
Point, in the Straits of Magellan, and the 
Gaudaloupe Islands. The sudden arrival of 
the sailing orders occasioned considerable 
excitement qt the yard. 

Admiral Bunce at once notified Captain 
Terry of the Iowa and Captain Barker of the 
Oregon, and the work of transferring the 
short term men from the ships and substi- 
tuting others in their places was begun. 

Both ships are in excellent condition. The 
Oregon’s funnels have been lengthened, and 
it is believed that it is capable of even great- 
er speed than in its famous voyage. The 
men are encouraged over the prospect of the 
trip. It is expected that the entire voyage 
will occupy about sixty days. :

One of the chief objects of the Young 
People’s Christian union is the suppression 
of vaudeville performances in saloons. One 
of the party led the way to a saloon. in 
North Clark street, near the railroad 
viaduct.

PRICE OF COAL IS LOW. 


ANTHRACITE SELLING IN CHICAGO AT 
‘LESS THAN FOR YEARS. 


Wholesalers Have Large Stocks on the 
Docks with a Light Demand from 
Retailers — Present Stagnation in 
Business the Result of Heavy Ship- 
ments in July — Increase in Con- 
sumption Will Follow the Coming 
of Cold Weather. 


At the present time the price of hard coal 
in Chicago is lower than it has been at this 


“season for a number of years. Anthracite 


coal is sold for $4.50 a ton, wholesale, and 
$5.25 to $5.75, retaif. 

The amount of coal on the local docks is 
large, but not excessively so, amounting 
probably to 500,000 or 600,000 tons. The 
exact quantity is unknown, as dealers do 
not tell each other how much stock they 
carry. 

There was a heavy delivery to consumers 
in July, owing to a siight break in price, 
but since then there has not been much 
movement in hard coal. 

The situation, however, is not causi 
much worry to the coal companies. The 
resident manager of one of the anthracite 
corporations said everything would come 
out even at the end of the year. Coal, he 
said, is a staple article and the amount of 
annual consumption could be estimated with | 
comparative accuracy. 

** Hard coal,’”’ said this manager, “ is used 
in Chicago solely for domestic purposes, 
and the annual increase in consumption 
simply keeps pace with the increase in 
population. Cold weather averages the same 
every year. If we have a warm November 
we get a cold April, so that in the end the 
Same amount of coal is consumed. When 
the first cold snap comes there will be 
decided increase in sales, and probably ian 
advance in price.” 

To fill the gap at the docks occasioned by 
the heavy sales of July receipts were heavy 
all through the month of August and during 
the first ten days of September the re@ipts 
of lake coal ran as high as 50,000 tons. 
There has been a large increase of lake coal 
in Chicago over the corresponding period 
last year, while there has been a decrease 
in aH-rail coal and a decrease in shipments 
out of Chicago. 

Increased consumption in Chicago ts looked 
for on account of the reported dissatisfac- 
tion of people in the residence sections, who 
have been using gas for heating purposes. 

A veteran dealer in the city says most 
people maka a mistake in the manner in 
which they feed their furnaces. They feed 
egg coal and keep raking it down until much 
of the coal falis through the grate. Hesays 
that much better results may be obtained 
by using a large proportion of pea coal. : 

After once obtaining a good bed of coals 
throw on a shovelful of pea coal morning, 
noon, and night, always keeping a bed of 
ashes on the grate, which keeps a smooth 
fire, preserves the grate, and in not doing so 
much raking the furniture and carpets are 
not ruined with dust. Besides pea coal is 
much cheaper.

Struggling mightily against luck and hit-

014 “Sale Demonstrates’ His Class 
Once More—Andes Romps In at 20 to 
1 im the Betting—Lieber Karl Gal- 
lops Home Winner of a Race at 
Gravesend—Turf News. 


Shanklin’s horse sales at Lexington, Ky., 
a scraggy-looking youngster, by White— 
Alma Lamar; was one of the offerings. No 
one thought well enough of him to make a 
oo until a colored school teacher known 

‘* Professor Owsley "’ offered $15. He got 
the colt. Owsley named his purchase What 
er Lou and started him in several races 
that fall, but never had the satisfaction of 
seeing What er Lou get any part of the 
money. As winter came on the school 
teacher’s friends advised him to throw 
away ‘‘ that no-account race horse,”’ but he 
hung on to him and managed to keep him 
in feed through the winter. The next spring 


/he scraped enough money together to get 


the colt to St. Louis and there attracted at- 
tention by his meager living. He would 
buy oats and hay for the colt in small quan~ 
tities, while his own means of subsistence 
were éven more humble. His food, for 
example, consisted in what hé could fry 
in’an old pan over a fire in front of the 
stable. What er Lou’s future was not 
bright, surely, but one day—April 30 of 
last year—he started in a maiden race and 
won it. That meant $200, minus the jockey 
fee, for Owsley, nor was that all.» John 
Huffman, Yo Tambien’s old trainer, had 
watched What er Lou’s work and walking 
up to Owsley he offered to buy thecolt. The 
school teacher declined to sell ‘at first, but 
when Huffman finally raised his bid to $700 
the offer was taken. Thus Owsley won a 

purse and sold for $700 the colt for 


$200 
' which he had paid $15. 


Has a Successful Career. 


But he lived to regret having parted with 
his colt even for $700. hat Er Lou gradu- 
ally improved under Huffman’s training un- 
til he became one of the best purse win- 
ners at the St. Louis frack last season. This 
year he showed further progress and 
won the Inaugur andicap and also the 
Club Members’ icap at St. Louis, de- 
feating among others Lieber Karl. In fact, 
he came to be regarded as one of the highest 
class horses in the West, as was shown by 
the fact that he was made the betting 
favorite in all three of Washington Park’s 
big handicaps—the Wheeler, Great West- 
ern, and Oakwood. He finished second in 
two of them, but in the Wheeler Handicap 
broke down. 

Yesterday at Harlem What Er Lou made 
his second appearance since his accident in 
the Wheeler Handicap. Against him started 
Fervor, the Oakwood Handicap winner, and 
Candelaria, winner of several stake races 


. B® | this season. What Er Lou was at all times 


an odds-on favorite and lying. third to Plan- 
tain and Fervor for three-quarters of a mile, 
the race being at a mile and 100 yards, he 
took command in the stretch and despite a 
stout challenge by Candelaria won handily— 
in fact, easily. What Er Lou is undoubtedly 
one of the most valuable Western horses in 
training, and even in spite of bad legsisa 
pretty good racehorse to have been picked 
up originally for $15. 

After several days of mud wading the 
track was again in good condition and fair 
sport was possible. Betting choices fared 
badly. In the second race, Iris, at 40 tol, 
won from Stamina, a 12 to 1 shot, Good 
Hope, the second choice, being third. Prince 
Harry, the favorite, ran an unaccountably 
poor race, with H. Martin in thesaddle.

“ PEAC E” CONFERENCE OF THE COL- 
LEGES TO BE HELD TODAY, 


Michigan and {llinois, Two of the Ex- 
 pelled Universities, Agree to-Send 
Representatives at the Request of 
the Intercollegiate Association— 
Chicago May Finally Decide to Send 
a Delegate—Reorganizsation Is Like- 

ly as a Result of the Meeting. 


The conference between the representa- 
tives of the Western Intercollegiate Amateur 
Athletic association, the Amateur Athletic 
union, and the three universities which with- 
drew last spring will be held this afternoon 
at the Auditorium and may lead to an entire. 
reconciliation of the different bodies and the 
rescinding of the expulsion of the Univer- 
sities of Chicago, Illinois, and Michigan from 
the W. I. A. A. A. and the disqualification of 
their track athletes. 

The meeting has been called at the request 
of the Western Intercollegiate body to effect, 
if possible, a state of harmony and once mofe 
restore athletic relations between the differ- 
ent institutions. Most of the colleges have 
signified their intention of sending delegates, 
except the University of Chicago, and it is 
rumored that even Chicago, which has held 
off during prelimniary negotiations, will be 
represented at the proper time. 

The A. A. U. will be represented by Dr. 
G. K. Herman of the Central association, 
Cc. C. Hughes, delegate-at-large, Secretary 
J. E. Sullivan of New York, and others, while 
the Western Intercollegiate will be repre- 
sented by faculty and student delegates. 

The result of the meeting will probably 
be that of reorganization on a new basis 
from that which has been in vogue, and 
every effort will be mad®é to place the col- 
leges in a position which *will prevent 
further quarreling. and restore friendly re- 
lations. That Chicago, Illffiois, and Mich- 
igan will be taken back into the fold if they 
so desire is a certainty, and the A. A. U. 
as well as the W. I. A. A. A. has shown in 
the¥last few days that it is ready to wipe 
off the slate and call all matters off and 
begin anew. 

The Western Intercollegiate association 


-has acceded to the demand made by Chi- 


cago, and in a letter to President Harper, 
sent in reply to the one which he gave out 
on Monday, says it is willing to ratify the 
action taken by the athletic council of the 
University of Wisconsin in regard to May- 
bury and Cochems.

Mysterious Young Man Found 
by Police and Proves Not 
to Be Harry Stone.

George Rosenbaum Throws Some 
Light on This Companion’s 
Actions. 


CLOSE TO RUTLEDGE FAMILY. 


The mysterious Harry Stone, who has fig- 


ured so prominently in the Jennie Hickey 


case, has been found by the police. It has 
been learned that the real name of the young 
man is not Harry Stone, but August Nie- 
meyer, who is said to live in Oak Park. 
Niemeyer had been employed as a sort of 


champagne when he went out with the girls. 
I took him over to the Rutledge house and 
introduced him. My folks threw me out of 
the house and I went to live with him at 
his house. He occupied a room in the bage- 
ment. 

*“* He told me he was a nephew of the Stone 
family, though I afterward found he was 
simply employed at the house. He looked 
after the lawn and the door. He furnished 
me with a key to the basement door.”’ 

Rosenbaum said he did not know where 
Niemeyer was the night of Jennie Hickey’s 
death. He féund him asleep in bed. at the 
Stone residence at 2 a. m. on Wednesday. 
He admitted they took the Rutledge and 
Connors girls riding Wednesday night, and 
said they took the carriage from the barn 
next to the Stone residence and got the 
horse at Cartan’s stable in Thirty-seventh 
street. Cartan is a brother of Father Car- 
tan of the Church of the Nativity, where 
Jennie Hickey was to have been confirmed 
last Sunday. 

Rosenbaum said Niemeyer always seemed 
to have a large amount of money. 

‘* Rosenbaum told me,” said Detective 
Farnsworth, ‘‘ that Niemeyer had $1,000 the 
night Rutledge was arrested. He said Nie- 
meyer never had any difficulty about get- 
ting large sums of money and that he fre- 
quently got as much as $500. Rosenbaum 
tells conflicting stories, however.’’

DR. Hn. R. ALLEN PROPOSES A NEW 
‘FLUID FOR THE CHRISTENING. _ 


Ww. C. T. U. Leaders Willing to Indorse 
the Substitution for Wine—Promot- | 
er Writes to Governor Tanner—Sug- 
gested Baptismal Liquid Would Be 
a Symbolical Composite from Corn, 
Cotton, Coal, and ‘Roses—Prepara- 
tions for Departure of Official Party. 


A neonosition to pour oil, literally, upon 
a troubled question was brought to the 
notice of the W. C. T. U. leaders yesterday 
by Dr. Hi. R. Allen. The officers at the na- 
tional, State, and local white ribbon head- 
quarters have been asked to indorse a plan 
substituting ofl for wine in the christen- 
ing of the battleship Illinois and have ex- 
pressed their willingness if Dr. Allen will 
take the initiative in laying it before Gov- 
ernor Tanner.

"FOR A BUSINESS SCHOOL. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION MEMBERS 
TAKE THE FIRST STEPS. 


At a Meeting in Superintendent An- 
drews’ Office a Committee Is Ap- 
pointed to Prepare Study Pians for 
Commercial High Institation—To 
Open on Jan. 1—Nomination Conven- 
tion for Pension Trustees to Be jeean 


Next Saturday. 


. Members of the Board of Education yester- 
day took the first and preliminary step 
toward the establishment of a commercial 
high school as part of the éducational sys- 
tem of Chicago. Ata conference during the 
afternoon in the office of Superintendent 
Andrews the Superintendent, Assistant Su- 
perintendent Nightingale, 
James, secretary of the Educational com- 
mission, were instructed to prepare a ;lan 
for a course of study for the first year of a 
commercial high school. It is expected to 
put the plan into operation on Jan.1. Money 
from the appropriation available at that 
time can be secured for the purpose. 

Inspectors Keating, Sexton, and Mrs. 
O’ Keeffe, President Harris, Superintendent 
Andrews, Assistant Superintendent Night- 
ingale, and Secretary James were present. 
They decided that the new departure should 
be begun in a small way. It is proposed to 
plan one year’s work at a time until the four 
years’ course is reached. In this way it is 
believed fewer mistakes will be made and 
the greatest amount of good secured for the 
least money. Entrance to the school will 
not be permitted, until after the educaticnal 
course offered in the regular eight grades 
has been completed. 

The school, according to the plans of the 
committee, will be established in the busi- 
ness district. There will be but one school 


started until] it .is demonstrated that rhe | 


commercial high school is a success. The 
cost of such a school has not been deler- 
mined, as the number of teachers that will 
be required has not been decided. 

The plan of establishing a commercial high 
school has been proposed by succeeding 
Presidents of the Board of Education in 
their annual messages for the last five years. 


‘The first actual step of the trustees in the 


matter was taken last June, when a special 
committee, consisting of Inspector Keating, 
who proposed the plan, Gross, Cameron, 
Harris, and Mark, was appointed to propose 
a working pian. The committee. never took 
any action. 

Pension Trustee Nominations. 


Nominating conventions for the naming of 
two trustees to serve on the Pension board 
of the teachers and school employés’ pen- 
sion and retirement fund will be held in 
each of the eight school districts of the city 
on Saturday. The election follows according 
to the Australian system in November. 

The two representatives of the teachers 
now on the board are Miss Catherine Goggin, 
who has been re@lected twice, and Assistant 
Superintendent Hannan. They are both can- 
didates for reélection, and it is said there is 
little opposition to them. Miss Terese Can- 
non, assistant principal of the Newberry 
School, is also talked of as a candidate. A 
committee, consisting of Miss: Root, Miss 
McGinty, and Miss Lynch of the Chicago 
Teachers’ club, has been’ appointed to con- 
sider nominations representing the club, and 
it is expected they will name two candidates. 

The engineers and janitors will hold their 
convention at the board rooms on Saturday 
afternoon.

Many Fail to Pass. 

The-result of the examination for princi- 
pals of night schools, held last Saturday, 
shows that only twelve of the sixty-two who 
presented themselves for examination 
reached the required grade. This will give 
the committee only twelve persons with 
which to fill the thirty-four vacancies, unless 
the committee does as it did last year and 
appoints principals of day schools to the 
vacancies. 

The members of the School Management 
committee are discussing the advisability of 
appointing a supervisor of night schools, 
who shall have general charge, under the 
direction of the Superintendent, of the night 
school work. 

Members of the Building and Grounds 
committee visited the Hancock School yes- 
terday to witness a test of a new fire es- 
cape. The device consists of a spiral can- 
vas slide inclosed in a tall shaft. The fire 
escape may be used in some of the old 
schools. 


MABQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


[Copyriaht, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 

It is thickly underlined that the name of 
the Kaiser figures on the black books of 
anarchy, the strokes indicating instructions 
to the ‘“‘ brethren’”’ to act speedily in the 
ease of his German Majesty. The latter, ac- 
cording to those who possess ®nost knowl- 
edge of the inner workings of anarchy, is 
at the present moment the personage of all 
others who stands in the greatest danger of 
sharing the fate of the Austrian Empress, 
and the peril may be said to have been in- 
creased still further by the astounding 
speech which he delivered the other day at 
Oeynhausen, .in Westphalia, when he pro- 
claimed his intention of securing by one 
means or another legislation providing im- 
prisonment with hard labor for any one who 
instigates a strike or who attempts to in- 
fluence workingmen from fulfilling their 
duties towards their employers. 

There is no one so closely guarded as the 
Kaiser or concerning whose safety so much 
anxiety prevails, both at home and abroad. 

He himself is convinced that he is doomed 
to die by the ‘hand of an assassin, and often 
talks about the matter, at the same time 
expressing the hope that he may be per- 
mitted to strike at least one blow at his 
assailant. 

It is this haunting conviction—it would be. 
unfair to call it fear—that he will meet his 


_fate at the hand of an assassin that causes 
him to set his face in that stern and severe 


fashion which has been so much commented 
upon when he shows himself in public, espe- 
cially when riding through the streets at: 
the head of his troops. 

Some people have ascribed this look to pose, 
others to arrogance. It is neither one nor 
the other. It ts merely caused by the im- 
pression that among that crowd through 
which he is riding and which lines the street 
on either side there is possibly that assassin 
to whose bullet, bomb, or knife he is des- 
tined by fate to succumb. : 

King Alexander of Servia — his father 
have just been subjected to a couple of severe 
snubs which are calculated to destroy what 
little prestige they may have left either in 
their own dominions or abroad. 

King Alexander, as well as King Milan, 
had petitioned in the most abject manner 
for permission to pay a visit to the court of. 
St. Petersburg for the purpose of paying 
their respects to the young Czar. To this 
their Seryvian Majesties received a curt re- 
ply, stating that the visit would not be wel- 
come or even permitted, and that there could 
be no friendly intercourse between the courts 
of Russia and of Servia as long as Milan 
remained in Servia in defiance of his solemn 
promises and engagements made to the late 


Czar. 

Thus cold-shouldered at St. Petersburg, 
the Servian Kings turned their attention to 
the court of Vienna and intimated their in- 
tention of attending the festivities which 
would have taken place in December in con- 
nection with the jubilee of the accession of 
Emperor Francis Joseph had it not beer 
for the assassination of the Empress. 3 

It has just become known at. the re- 
sponse which was received at Be e from 
Vienna was almost as discouraging as that 
from St. Petersburg. For King Alexander 
was informed that while he himself would 
be welcome, his father, King Milan, could 
not be received or comprised among the 
guests of the Emperor, who, it was added, 
had no wish to give offense to the Czar by 
we Milan’s presence at the celebra- 
tion.

and it is expected that twice as much again 
will be required before they have quitted the 
land of the Nile. 

King Oscar of Sweden, the late Empress 
of Austria, the late Emperor Frederick of 
Germany, King Leopold of Belgium, the 
Crown Prince of Austria, and, in fact, all the 
royal and imperial! personages who have ever 
visited Egypt, have invariably done so in- 
cognito, with the object of satisfying their 
curiosity as mere tourists and avoiding any 
unnecessary expense to the already so ter- 
ribly overburdened Egyptian government 
and people. 

The only exception to this rule has been 
Empress Eugénie, who, with all the instincts 
of a parvenue, was of course in) times gone 
by never happy unless surrounded by all 
the pomp and glamour of her mushroom roy- 
alty. For her sake Khedive Ismail con- 
structed the carriage road all the way from 
Cairo to the pyramids, so that she might 
be able to visit the latter without discomfort; 
and in order that she might witness a 
native wedding he actually married off ata 
few hours’ notice his principal chamberlain, 
Ibrahim Pasha, to one of the women of his 
own harem, whom the Pasha had never seen 
in his life before, and of whose name the 
unfortunate man was ignorant. 

' Like Empress Eugénie formerly, the 
Kaiser is too fond of the attributes of his 
rank ever to travel anywhere incognito, and 
is therefore visiting Egypt with a degree of 
pomp and state which will entail a heavy 
burden upon the miserable Egyptian Fella- 
heen, who furnish the revenue from their 
hard-earned harvest money. 


There is a hitch in connection with the 
investiture of President Faure with the Order 
of the Golden Fleece. AsI related the other 
day in these columns, there are only a cer- 
tain number of collars of this order, which 
are restored to the crown of Spain or of 
Austria on the death of each of the Knights, 
whose names are, however, engraved on the 
links. King Humbert, as I mentioned, holds 
the collar once worn by Christopher Colum- 
bus, Don Carlos that which belonged to the 
Duke of Burgundy, founder of the*order, 
while the late Emperor Frederick of Ger- 
many received the collar once owned by 
Cortez, the conqueror of Peru. 

It now turns out! that the only collarat the 
disposal of the Queen Regent of Spain is 
that owned by the late Prince Bismarck and 
which became available through his death. 

It is realized that under the circumstances 
the investiture of the President of the 
French republic with a Golden Fleece collar 
bearing on its links the name of France’s 


most bitter enemy as its last owner would 
be, to say the least. impolitic, and accord- . 


ingly it has been decided to delay the investi- 
ture untilsome other collar becomes vacant. 


In spite of the official denials of the attempt 
to assassinate the young Queen of Holland 
two weeks before her inauguration, I am in 
a position to assert that the attempt really 
took place, my authority being the Count of 
Limburg Stirum, husband of the Queen’s 
chief lady-in-waiting, who was wounded by 
the bullet intended for her Majesty. 

The Countess received the bullet, not in 
her face, as has been stated, but in her arm, 
and it was not extracted until two days 
afterward. 

The ‘attempt took place while the Queen 
was riding on horseback with three of her 
ladies and a gentleman-in-waiting, followed 
by a couple of grooms, and the assassin shot 
from the borderg of a wood which lined the 
road along which the Queen was riding, in 
the neighborhood of the Palace Soestdijk, 
not far from Amsterdam. 

It was by the young Queen’s own wish and 
command that the matter was kept secret, 
lest it should interfere with the celebration 
of her jubilee. 

The would-be assassin and Anarchist is 
still in prison, and it is expected that instead 
of being publicly tried he will be quietly 
shipped off to one of the penal colonies of 
the Netherlands in the East Indies.
